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From Our Own Correspondent. 


RAND FORKS (British Columbia).—I am in Brit- 
ish Columbia within a stone’s throw of the interna- 
tional boundary. This town of Grand Forks is just 

over the way from the State of Washington, and about 

five hours by rail from Spokane. It lies here in the heart 
of the Rockies. Ragged brown hills rise high above it, 
and the Kettle River crosses its principal street. The 

place is only a few years old, but it has now about 2000 

people, with building lots sufficient for a city of twenty 
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of the world. The ore is taken out with steam shovels. 
It lies in a great body 200 feet wide and more than half 
a mile long. The deposit is, in fact, wider than Penn- 
Sylvania avenue; and if it could be planked down in 
Washington beginning at the Treasury Department, it 
would reach just half way to the Capitol. No one knows 
how far down the ore exten Diamond drills have 
been sunk into it for 1000 feet, and one of the shafts is 
now taking up copper from levels 400 feet below the sur- 


Mining With Steam Shovels. 


The output of these mines is now 3000 tons per day, 
‘and up to the beginning of last year something like 
2,000,000 tons of ore had been shipped. The machinery is 
altogether modern. The copper is loaded with steam 
shovels, each of which will pick up a ton at a bite; and 
it comes to the surface in electric cars. The drills are 
worked by Westinghouse motors, and electricity moves 
the crushers, The economies are such that the ore is 
hardly touched by man from the time the dynamite 
blasts it out until it is ready for shipment in great bars 
about as thick as a loaf of bread and as long as a man’s 
arm. These bars are almost pure, gach containing 99 per 
cent. of copper, silver and gold. 
A Big Smelter Owned by Americans. 

The biggest copper smelter in British America is situ- 
ated here at Grand Forks. It is known as the Granby, 
end is fed by these great Phoenix mines. It lies right on

©] | sky at the level of the taller Broadway roofs. 
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mountains and washed by that stream. The smelting 
works are high above the river; and day and night, Sun- 
days and week days, all the year round, the smoke rises 
from their mighty stacks and the golden slag of their fur- 
naces rolls down into the waters. 

These smelters have no superiors in size, anywhere, ex- 
cept those at Butte City, Mont., and no superiors at all 
in their treatment of ore. They are now producing mil- 
lions of pounds of copper per annum, and their smelting 
cutput last year amounted to about 40,000,000 pounds of 
copper, and in addition silver and gold to the value of 
$1,250,000. 


From Rock to Copper. | : 


I wish I could take you through this mighty estab 
ment. It surpasses any I have seen in the elimination of 
human labor and the substitution therefor of economical 
machinery. The railroad runs high up on the sides of 
the mountain, and the ore is dropped from the cars into 
great bins through chutes so arranged that just the right 
proportion of ore can be dropped into other cars farther 
down before- it goes to the smelters. Each car carries 
one charge to the furnace, and this charge, made of coke 
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nace by an electric trolley, and it shoots in right over the 
fires and there drops its load. | 

The furnaces themselves are worth seeing. They are 
enormous steel reservoirs, with double walls, in which 
cold water is always flowing to keep the inner wall from 
melting. They are supplied with air by blasts from 
smokestacks so large that the average city parlor would 
be lost inside them and so high that tops kiss the 

During my stay I looked into the furnaces. The air 
blows through like a rushing wind, turning the vast pits 
to a blazing hell of brimstone and molten gold, out of 
which roll the fumes of yellow sulphur. The sulphur 
was so strong that I wore a rubber mask containing a 
sponge over my nose and mouth to withstand it. My 
cheeks burned, and I could hear the fire roaring with a 
fury greater than that of the furnace through which 
Shadrach, Meshach and Abednego walked in the days of 
the scriptures. 

The Granby has eight such furnaces, and the molten 
stream of copper, gold and silver flow through them day 
and night, year in and year out. The slag comes forth 
in a golden stream as big around as your waist. It falls 
into iron pots, each large enough to boil an ox without 
cutting off its legs or horns. Each pot is on wheels, and 
a little dummy engine takes it when full and dumps it 
in a blazing stream down the hill. The metals come 
forth in a smaller stream, flowing into tanks, each of 
which will hold five tons. As these tanks fill, they are 
caught by a traveling crane and poured into converters. 
Air is introduced, the sulphur and iron are burnt out and 
within a few moments the metal has become an almost 
pure mixture of silver, copper and gold. It is now run 
off into molds or bricks, and it needs only to be refined 
and the gold and silver removed before it is ready for 
telegraph wires, electric conductors and the other things 
for which pure copper is used. 


Where Our Copper Comes from. | 


The most of the copper now produced in Canada comes 
from the Phoenix mines. There are also mines above 
Lake Superior and elsewhere, and it is believed that 
other deposits will be found in British Columbia. The 
greater part of the copper of the world is mined in the 
United States. The total production in 1904 was 660,000

The reader 
may conjure up as many others as he pleases. 

The Everiasting Washerwoman. 

On the face of it, the Mexican washerwomen do pretty 


good work, but their methods are caiculated to drive 
people who are not given to viewing things philosoph- 
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dera’s madness. He will have discovered, perhaps, that 
she launders his shirts and things the first week, lets her 
husband or son or some other male relative or particular 
friend wear them a week or ten days, then washes them 
anew and delivers them all fresh and neat at the end of 
the third week. You may consider yourself fortunate not 
to be obliged to pay for the first washing, and console 
yourself with the conviction that the second operation 
must have done for the flees and other animate objects 
that undoubtedly ran riot in your garments while the 
peons had possession, and also destroyed possible germs 
of smalipox or other trifling ailments. 

And here is another trick of the trade: Mexicans of 
the peon class are chronically hard up, and as a result, 
the greater portion of their worldly effects are more or 
less continuously in the pawn shops. 3 ; 

So when there is a flesta coming on, or the family are 
suffering for the necessaries of life, the lavendera will 
take a bunch of her clients’ clothing (women’s apparel 
seems to figure more largely in this enterprise), pawn it 
for a few reales, and trust to the saints to provide the 
wherewithal to redeem it at the end of the week. This 
practice is, for obvious reasons, rather more endurable 
than that just described, and, as things go in Mexico, no 
reasonable person ought to find fault with it.

When one orders coffee “con lec (with milk), the 
walter brings to one’s table two pots, one containing hot 
milk and the other an extract of coffee that is so strong 
that a tablespoonful, or two at the most, is sufficient for 


a cup. The coffee is poured and the cup filled with the 


milk. This arrangement ought to insure hot coffee, but 
at the hotels and restaurants it rarely does. The waiters 
have a trick of setting their pots down upon a table or 
sideboard or any convenient place after serving the first 
order, and forgetting all about it, and as a consequence 
those who order coffee, later on are likely to get it in 
varying stages of lukewarmness. A Mexican waiter can- 
not be convinced that one boiling is not sufficient to keep 
any pot of coffee or leche hot for all time to come.

A red flag displayed does not here mean an auction, 
but indicates a place where meat is sold. 

The popular “To Rent” notice consists of white rags 
stretched across a couple of window bars in the case of 
the ground floor, or fastened to the balconies when the 
upper floor is for rent. A few up-to-date real estate 
agents supplement this notice with cards upon which are 
printed the words “Se aquila,” or “Se renta; but the 
rags constitute the only “To rent” notice that all may 
understand, and is always employed, even upon the finest 
buildings. 

In the parochial schools the children study aloud, and 
when they are in full swing it sounds from the street like 
the buzzing, on a grand scale, of a hive of agitated bees. 
In the government schools the pupils pursue their studies 
silently, as in the United States.

Curious CUSTOMS OF A Curious 
AND LITTLE KNOWN PEOPLE. 


By a Special Contributor. 


AVING spent the past fourteen years in India, liv- 
ing in some of the wildest parts along the Hima- 
layan frontier on the borders of Sikhim, Nepal, and 
Bhutan, I will endeavor to set before my readers a brief 
sketch of the people of Bhutan, introducing some of 
their peculiar customs. 7 
The Bhutias, or inhabitants of Bhutan, an indepen- 
dent kingdom situated between 26 and 28 degrees N. lat., 
and 89 and 93 degrees E. long., are for the most part an 
Alpine race. They have the true Kalmuk features, and 
are indescribably dirty both in their habits and their 
persons, one sect in particular, the Dharmias, hardly 


ever changing their clothing—which resembles that of. 


the Tartars—from one year’s end to another. Neither 


the water being carried to their villages and fields by 
means Of open drains. 

So oppressed are these people by their superiors that 
they do not deem it to their advantage to cultivate more 
than will suffice for their daily wants, as if they should 
put a larger tract of land under cultivation an increased 
revenue would be exacted by the corrupt officials. 


The more influential a man is in Bhutan, the more 
pompous and vulgar he becomes, and, being inclined to 
be bullies, anything which one weaker than themselves 
possesses, and which they covet, is at once demanded 
and even forcibly seized. 


The lower classes and hirelings are treated really no 
better than slaves. Their title to property is not re- 
spected, and they are obliged to surrender anything that 
is demanded of them. This accounts in a large measure 
for their loose methods both in business transactions 
and morally. |

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Tragedies of the Sea. 
CONDITIONS THatT MAKE Tum 
Liss AND Less TERRIBLE.

NFORTUNATELY there is little difficulty in writ- 
img upon so fruitful a topic as the above, so fruitful, 
indeed, that in the brief space at my disposal | do 
not propose to particularize more than by passing allu- 
sion any of the great sea tragedies that have passed 
through our later maritime history.

It is hardly necessary to say 
that these vessels were sailed cheaply, because that con- 
dition is obvious, but this raging desire for economy 
led to some truly awful deeds. The crews of these 
vessels were chiefly boys und young men who were 


their condition can only be described by one often mis- 
used word, slavery. Their lives were quite at the mercy 
of the skipper and mate, men who, while undoubtedly 
honest and brave, as well as good seamen (there is a dif- 
ference between a good seaman and a good navigator, 
though it is difficult to explain to lands folk) were as 
undoubtedly drunken, merciless brufes to whom cruelty 
toward those in their power was the only method of ex- 
ercising that power with which they were acquainted. 
Their favorite remark was that they were law and God 
in blue water, and unhappily they behaved as if that were 
true. Sadly enough, as the beaten, starved, overworked 
apprentice grew up, in spite of his treatment, to be a 
man and took his place as an able seaman in the fo'c’sle 
until he too could rise to the quarter deck, he practised 
the same brutality upon his fellows, only a step beneath 
him, as he had been subjected to. The result was that 
the wretched lads were between two fires, being savagely 
beaten on deck and no less savagely ill-treated below so 
that to their normal condition of body might be fitly ap- 
plied the dictum of Isaiah, “Full of wounds and bruises 
and putrifying sores—they have not been closed, neither 
bound up, nor mollified with ointment.” 

Of course, many of them died and were flung overboard 


without the slightest inquiry into the manner of their 
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death. No man cared for the luckless sons of the sea. 

The peculiar feature of the sea tragedy on the grand 
scale which constantly recurs in the stories of shipwrecks 
in the early past nineteenth century is the mad rush to 
the spirit-room, the broaching of rum casks and the sub- 
sequent conversion of the mariners into howling fiends 
| who went down quick into the pit in a state of madness. 
This horrible side of sea tragedy is hardly ever ab- 
sent from our early sea fiction, and undoubtedly it added 
immensely to the romantic interest of such stories. It is 
therefore a good thing for us to realize that within the 
last half-century this feature of debauchery has been en- 
tirely eliminated from the other terrors of the sea. Few 
indeed are the ships in which liquor forms any part of 
the agreed rations, outside of vessels of the Royal Navy 
of course, and nowhere has the spread of temperance 
been more marked than at sea. 


Some of the later tragedies of the sea have taken hold 
of the popular imagination, and will always hold their 
place in sea stories, Not because of the magnitude of the 
disasters, but because haman suffering being non-cumu- 
lative, there is just as much tragedy in the loss of a 
schooner with a couple of hands on board as in a wreck 
of a liner where the deaths run into hundreds. Still, cer- 
tain of these shipwrecks have undoubtedly the spectacu- 
lar element about them which will always appeal to the 
human mind, and of these during the last century per- 
haps none can compare with the wreck of the Birken- 
head with her lines of soldiers drawn up and calmly 
awaiting the end, while the mariners were laboring to 
save the women and children as the doomed ship was be- 
ing steadily ground to fragments upon the jagged rocks.

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MASSING SHRUBS. 


A STUDY OF THE ARRANGEMENT OF 
WILD SHRUBS VALUABLE. 


By Ernest Braunton. 
HOSE contemplating planting the home .grounds 
will find some of the best examples of beauty in 
arrangement of shrubs by studying the natural 
wild clumps growing along our cafions on the hillsides. 
With the mistaken idea that naturalness in planting con- 
sists of lack of arrangement, it too frequently happens 
that the planter scatters his plants and shrubs about the 
yard promiscuously, The first shrub planted, or else the 
most beautiful one, is placed in the largest part of the 
open lawn, in front; others are set one by one in the 
next larger open spaces, until the lawn is scattered over 
~ with shrubs, each one standing by itself. 

Occasionally flower beds may be inserted anywhere in 
this promiscuous planting, each bed isolated and alone. 
In such a planting, each shrub or flower bed stands out 
as an individual specimen; it bears no relation to other 
things planted on the grounds, and is about as restful in 
appearance as would be an iron dog or deer which some 
individuals place on the lawn. This may be a successful 
way of exhibiting individual shrubs, but is not the way 
to make the place look beautiful. Placed in this way, 


— 
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each shrub becomes a museum specimen, a thing on ex- 
hibit, to be shown in contrast to other plants not in 
harmony with it. Everything in the place looks scat- 
tered, disorganized, disarranged. While each shrub may 
be a beautiful individual specimen, it does not in any 
way contribute to the beauty or arrangement of the 
whole place. The beauty it contributes to the grounds 
extends no farther than a beauty which may be 
sessed by the shrub itself. wee 

The central thought in planting should be to put 
beautiful shrubs so that each specimen will not only 
beautiful in itself, but so it will contribute to the beauty 
of the whole place. Proper arrangement of 
‘means to mass them together in banks or groups, so as 
to fulfill some definite purpose. In this way one beau- 


ing, as opposed to the scattered planting so frequently 
seen, the first thing to remember is that the most essen- 
tial factor in the home grounds is an open lawn about 
the house in front. The open center if planted to green 
gives a ro@my and restful aspect to the place. It sug- 
gests not only spaciousness, but fresh air yellow 
sunlight, all of which contribute to natu beauty. 
The shrubs should be arranged as a about 
the borders in the rear or in the angles of steps or

The word bamboo suggests to most Americans a faith- 
ful fishing rod or a dainty fan. To the Japanese and 
Chinese, and to the natives of tropical 
Malay Archipelago it is indispensable. 
only dependent upon it for much of their building ma- 
terial, but make their ropes, mats, kitchen utensils and 
innumerable other articles out of it, and at the same 
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time consider it among the most nutritious of their vege- 
tables. Varieties of bamboo are found everywhere in 
Japan, even where there are heavy falls of snow in win- 
ter. It is a popular misconception that bamboos grow 
only in the tropics. Japan is a land of bamboos, and yet 
where some of these plants grow it is not so warm in 
winter as it is in California. In regions where 
the snows are so heavy that they often break down the 
young stems, and where the thermometer drops to fif- 
teen degrees below the freezing point, the largest of the 
Japanese species grow and form large groves. Some of. 
these varieties could be grown commercially in the 
United States. 


The bamboo groves of Japan are not only one of the 
most striking features of its landscapes, but one of its 
most profitable plant cultures. The largest well-kept 
groves in the world, except perhaps those of Burma, are 
growing in the central provinces, and some of these are 
several square miles in area. These groves pay the 
owners good interest, often $50 gold per acre annually. 
Japan exports 10,000,000 fishing rods alone, the larger 
share of which come to the United States. There are 
many bamboos scattered through the United States in 
botanical gardens, where they are cultivated for orna- 
mentation. There are also some beautiful groves of im- 
ported bamboo in California, but no serious attempt has 
yet been made to grow varieties having commercial 
value. 


A bamboo stem, or culm, attains its full height—40, 60 
or 100 feet—in a single season. It is allowed to stand 
for three or four years before cutting in order that it 
may harden. The shining stem is hollow, and 18 di- 
vided into joints or knots by the crossing of the vascu- 
lar bundles of fibers. There are many varieties of the 
bamboo plant, from the species which is woven into 
mats to the tall bamboo tree which the Chinaman uses 
for the mast of his large boat. One variety is cultivated 
us a vegetable, and the young shoots eaten like aspara- 
gus, or they may be salted, pickled or preserved. 
Gypsum in the Garden. 


“For use in renovating ‘black alkali’ (sodium car- 
bonate) soils gypsum performs a valuable function 
which cannot be filled by any of the other compounds of 
lime. Gypsum may be helpful to a limited extent on 
clayey coils by flocculating the fine particles on account 
of which the soll is less likely to become waterlogged 
and to cake.” 

Garden Notes. 

California gardens should be in bloom throughout the 
year. Many garden here as they would in the East, 
where the wintry season puts an end to all ornamental 
gardening for the season. Here we should keep up a suc- 
cession or procession of floral‘ beauty. Every inch of 
ground should be utilized and the small vacant spots 
planted to annuals and these in turn be supplanted by 
another crop that flowers later or earlier in the year as 
the case may be. 

Florists and nurserymen are often asked by customers 
what vines will grow in shaded places. As a rule, all 
vines are accustomed to more or less shade when in a 
wild state, hence they do not object to being planted 
where similar conditions prevail. No matter where they 
grow, north or south, vines have to depend on trees or 
shrubs for support, and are thus almost always found in 
deep shade. It may be accepted as a fact that more or 
less shade is the natural condition of a climbing plant, 
and this rule has few exceptions, but we are not willing 
to plant all in the shade for the reason that while the 
vines grow better, they flower less. 

Opinions differ somewhat as to which is the best all- 
round white rose for Southern California in general, but. 
the most careful observers are now nearly unanimous in 
declaring for Kaiserin Augusta Victoria. The “Kais- 
erin,” as it is commonly called, is not, in the strictest 
sense of the phrase, “a pure white rose,” but the ap- 
proach is a remarkably near one, for, when full-blown, 
scarcely a trace remains of the creamy tinge so notice- 
able in the bud. The presence of this yellow tint also 
gives to the flower a solidity of color which the so-called 
“pure whites” seldom have, the petals of the latter hav- 
ing, in comparison, a somewhat transparent appearance. 
This rose has been most thoroughly tested in Europe, in 
the Bastern United States, and all parts of the Pacific 
Slope, and has become a general favorite wherever 
grown. The writer has observed it under many vary-

A NvumBer or IN Dusrams Tuart 
MEN CARRY ON ALONE. 


From the New York Tribune. 


EW persons realize the number of men who are em- 
ployed in the winter months in the Maine woods in 
addition to those in the camps of lumbermen. 
There are hundreds of them. They are little known or 
“heard of by the outside world, although their products 
all get to market. Among them are the gum picker, the 
hoop-pole gatherer, the ax-handle man, the shipknee 
gatherer, the hemlock bark peelers, the Indian and the 


The gum pickers go into the woods in the fall and re- 
main there till spring, working as industriously every 
day as the men of the lumber camps. They are a quiet 
and busy lot of men, and their zigzag snowshoe tracks 
may be seen through the woods of Northern Maine, and 
their camp fires glow in many a lonely glen far to the 


north. 
Gum picking is anything but an exciting business, and 
affords lots time for thought. There is no rush or 


of 
worry about it, yet it is as speculative as trading in Wall 


Spruce gum is always marketable and brings a good 
price, $1 a pound being a standard quotation, yet an ex- 
tra fine article frequently brings as much as $1.50, and 
has sold at $2, But this last price is obtained only for 
the particularly large and clear nuggets. 

The gum pickers always go in pairs. Two chums who 
enjoy each other’s companionship, whose likes and dis- 
likes are similar, go together to the center of a good gum 
country, far away from everybody else; sometimes build- 
ing for themselves a rough log cabin, and at others occu- 
pying a deserted logging camp, which they can make 
comfortable by a little work. 

Beds of spruce boughs are made, and any person who 
has ever slept on one can realize the comfort they take. 
The fireplace is repaired, and the two cronies are ready 
If a man is fond of 
woods life, there is no way of passing the winter months 
more pleasantly than at gum picking. 

The outfit of the gum picker consists of warm clothing 
and a suitable number of changes of underwear, a pair 
of snowshoes, a pair of climbers such as telegraph line- 
men use, a V-shaped chisel, made especially for this 
business, with the handle so constructed that a long pole 
can be fastened on to reach high up on the trees; a large 
jack knife, a gun, fishing tackle, and, last but by no 
means least, a liberal supply of pipes and plug tobacco. 


Outside of his tobacco, the gum picker is most frugal 
in the way of supplies, for he has to haul everything 
many miles on a moose sied, and any one who has ever 
labored on a pair of snowshoes with one of those will 
understand that the gum picker will not load it more 
heavily than is needed. He takes plenty of pork, beans, 
flour, coffee and moiasses, and if he has good luck with 
bis gun and rod, he can live in woods luxury for the sum 
of 75 cents a week. a 

He has a steaming. breakfast of beans, baked in the 
ground, and has his morning smoke while the dishes are 
being washed and the housework done. He is then ready 
for the work of the day. 

He straps his gun on his back, his gum bag is thrown 
over his shoulder, with his luncheon of biscuit and pork 
in it, his snowshoes are strapped on, and, with his gum 
chisel in his hand, away he goes for the work of the day, 
leaving a trail of smoke from his pipe. 

He sees a tall spruce from which the gum has been 
oozing for many years until, clarified by the sun, it is 
rounded out in rich nuggets that await his coming. Off 
come the snowshoes, and the climbers are put on. The 
picker climbs the tree and chips and raps and nibbles 
like a gigantic woodpecker. we: 

It is not a common thing for the gum picker to find a 
tree so well loaded with gum that he cuts it down, but 
is not unusual for an expert gum picker to take ten 
pounds of gum of good quality from a single tree. This 
is not an everyday occurrence, but the average yield 
gives the industrious picker good wages and more. | 

Some of the older men in the business plant their 
gum. That is, they go around through the forests with 
an ax and wound the trees, which allows the gum f 
ooze out, and in a few years it is clarified and ready to 


gum picker hunts for especially. 
The State of Maine gum is always in demand, for al- 
though the New York gum is often more inviting to the 
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About the middle of March th 
camp and goes to the market with his goods. As soon as 
a lot of poles have been sold, each one is marked with a 
red chalk a few inches from the end. 


In times past there was a custom, which 
is not yet entirely obsolete, of “pinching” poles—that 
is, of selling them once, then hauling them to some other 
place and disposing of them again, often to the same 


man. The custom of marking them has done away with 


this practice to a great extent. 

A near neighbor of the hoop-pole gatherer is the ax- 
handle man, though, to be sure, he goes to the woods in 
the winter only to take advantage of the snow to haul 
away his handles, which are cut in the fall. Wood of a 
larger growth than the hoop-pole sapling is needed for 
ax handles. 

The trees are chopped in the fall, the wood is split and 
each handle is roughly blocked out. There is great dam 
ger of the handles splitting while the stock is seasoning, 
and as fast as they are blocked out they are buried, that 
they may season without cracking. As an additiona: 
precaution, the broad ends are daubed with a kind of 
paint the principal ingredient of which is grease. The 
handles thus blocked out are sent away to the factory as 
soon as the first snow comes. 

Of all the prospectors in the Maine woods the man 
who earns his money by the hardest knocks is the one 
who goes after ship knees, His work is very hard, but 


he gets big money for his wares, as good ship knees are 


not plentiful and therefore bring a big price on the mar- 
ket. Since the hackmatack trees have been killed by a 
borer, this industry, like the building of wooden ships, 
has decreased; yet there is a big demand for good knees, 
and many men go to the woods after them.

Another single-purpose man is the one who goes 
woods for the hemlock bark for the tanneries. 
dustry formerly belonged to the farmers, and 
a time when nearly every farmer in the 
a good sum from his crop of hemlock bark.

Each year many hunters scour the Moosehead, Chesun- 
cook and Allegash regions ip search of furs, and their 
lines of traps extend along scores of streams in the 
northern wilderness, Hach year many thousands of dol- 
lars’ worth of furs are soi at Greenville, Guilford, Kineo 
and Fort Kent, and the hunters realize snug sums of 
ready money by means of their traps. 


They are not by any means a hard-working lot of men. 


They travel leisurely along their line of traps, fre- 
quently taking a week to make the round. They have 
but one trouble, and that is when they visit a trap and 
find the snow stained with blood and the single paw of 
a beaver held between its jaws, indisputable evidence 
that a friendly bob cat has passed that way and relieved 
them of their game. 

The trappers are the cranky class of the many pictur- 
esque folks that each winter get into the Maine woods. 
It is money for them to get away from everybody, and 
this continued shunning of companionship makes them 
cross when they know that any one is within a score of 


miles of them. Another trapper within a few miles of 


them is gall and wormwood to them.

HEN a farm servant in Perthshire and other 
parts of Scotland is seeking a new situation he 
doesn’t advertise in the local newspaper, or even 
apply to farmers in the neighborhood. He just waits for 
“feeing” day, as the market at Lady Day and Michael- 
mas is called. Then with a wisp of straw either between 
his teeth or in his hat, he strolls up and down the mar- 
ket place. 

That piece of straw serves the purpose of a sandwich 
board. Without a word being uttered it is a sufficient 
intimation that its bearer is a plowman, stableman or 
other farm worker, and is seeking employment with a 
new master. A similar custom still prevalis in the North 
of England and in some parts of Ireland. 

Straw, as a sign that certain things are “for sale,” is

A wisp of straw fastened to the mainmast of a fish- 
ing boat or a pleasure yacht, in many districts, is a sign 
that its owner is desirous of selling it. On the Thames, 
watermen place straw in the sterns of their craft for 
sale. 

Dealers in fowls and eggs in the North of Ireland 
know, without any waste of time, whether farmefs have 
any of the produce they seek to buy. Farmers having 
these for sale erect a pole, with straw tied to its top, on 
their wounds as near as possible to a public road. 
Cheeses, when sold at Chester’s and other cheese fairs, 
can instantly be detected by the handful of straw on top 
of them. 

An even more popular use for straw is as a warning of 
danger. When bridges are being repaired it is custom- 
ary to hang a bundle of straw from an arch so that those 
passing beneath it shall be warned against falling bricks 
and such like débris. 

A few wisps tied to a horse's tall denotes that it is a 
“kicker,” while straw, for the same purpose, is tied to its 
stall post in the stable. To warn pedestrians who would 
cross a pathway running through their fields that a 
vicious bull is grazing there, Kent farmers fasten a 
bundle of straw to the gate leading to it. Some farmers 
also give further warning by tying straw to the horns of 
the bad-tempered animal. 

Tramps in the South of Ireland fight shy of entering 
farm yards whose gates are adorned with wisps of straw. 
It is sufficient notice that flerce watch dogs are kept for 
tramps and trespassers. As a warning to skaters in the 
Fen districts straw is strewn about broken and danger- 
ous ice, and should there be any holes in its otherwise 
sound surface these are marked by straw being stuck 
lengthways into them.

This is so at variance 
with some of the theories advanced as to be surprising, 
and the contrary to the practices of some of our leading 
specialty breeders, many of whom believe that 20 to 26 
under the most favorable circumstances are the greatest 
number of females to be placed in one yard with one 
male in order to secure favorable hatches. Obviously 
there can be no fast rule, as everything depends upon 
the pro-creative characteristics of the hens and the vigor 
and vitality of the cock. This again depends quite as 
much upon environment and management of the flock 
from year to year as it does upon constitutional vigor 
and strong inherent breeding qualities. There is as 
great a difference in the breeding qualities of fowl as in 
quadrupeds. 

It is indeed a singular feature of vegetable and animal 
life, that in proportion as it is highly cultivated to an 
artificial standard to meet man's requirements, it loses 
in pro-creative force. Thus the Navel orange cannot 
reproduce itself except by man's intervention by budding 
and grafting; so also fowls that are “up” to standard 
requirements and make fine exhibition specimens re- 
produce their kind sparingly in numbers; the type inva- 
riably reverting to the original stock, which in its last 
analysis was the jungle fowl that produced a clutch of 
eges or two each year, and invariably propagated the 
species and perpetuated the genus. In a natura] state, 
condition and environment seem to afford a larger scope 
for fertility per egg, but a decidedly negative quality 
when it comes to the production of numbers in hen fruit. 
Owing to these facts it is, indeed, difficult to devise some 
practice or system whereby the infertility of eggs for 
hatching purposes can be reasonably overcome. 

In spite of this fact, however, something in the judg- 
ment of the writer may be accomplished by proper feed- 
ing. It is our firm conviction that birds overfed, fat 
and “over-comfortable” are quite apt to produce an over- 
abundance of infertile eggs. We believe there is such a 
thing as a good breeding condition, and especially when 
the hatching and breeding season is over. Overfat fowl 
are apt to be inactive, and want in the elements of Mert- 
ness and “go” calculated to stimulate the fertilization of 
females on the part of the males. Bone, sinew, muscle 
and blood-forming foods are better at this time rather 
than fattening foods. These should be so given as to 
afford the birds plenty of opportunity to work for their 
rations. The breeders must be kept in a vigorous, 
healthy condition if fertility is to be enhanced and aug- 
mented. Overfeeding is bad; wunderfeeding is worse; 
bad feeding is no better, but the ration and system that 
will insure a healthy normal condition is the desidera- 
tum to aim at with your breeding birds. Are we not 
correct, Mr. Breeder and Mr. Fancier?

day-old hatched chicks going at from $1.20 to $1.50 
dozen. To be sure one does not always feel assured 
pure-blooded stock when buying chicks in this way, nor 
can the buyer feel safe as to strains, pedigrees and eco- 
nomic values; nevertheless, to the ordinary buyer chicks 
at 10 cents each certainly tooks like a buy —a sort of a 
pig In a poke—sufficiently alluring to possess some at- 
traction to the man wanting a few hens in his 
yard. Without for a moment presuming to dictate a 
policy to the man doing the hatching and selling at 
these prices, it seems to the writer that the quotation is 
altogether too low, particularly so if the eggs come from 
pure stock in place of mixed flocks or from the corner 
grotery. The practice is also inimical to the industry 
as a whole, tending to lower the standard of poultry 
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secured from breeders of recognized reputation. 


There is here no criticism intended to people engaged 
in the hatching of eggs and the selling of day-old chicks, 


worth $2.50 at least, when eggs for hatching from reli- 
able breeders commanding from $1.50, $33 and $5. Are 
we not right in this contention? 


Obnoxious Chickenpox. — 41 


Mrs. William S., of Santa Paula, under date of May 10, 
writes to the Poultry Depariment of The Times, stating 
that several of her hens have ulcerous growths about 
head and face, and thag also a number of them are at- 
fected with cancerous growths in the mouth and throat, 
and asks for suggestions and a possible remedy. 

The uleerous growths and excrescences appearing on 
the head and face are undoubtedly chicken pox, a rather 
obnoxious disease which, if not taken care of ip its 


remainder of the flock. It is not necessarily fatal, and 
is in a measure attributable to carelessness in housing 
and feeding. A simple remedy is to wash with carbon- 
ized soap suds and anoint with vasaline or fresh lard. 
In addition to this as a precautionary measure keep the 
birds in a dry place, out of the draft and cold winds, and 
feed simple, nourishing foods. See that damp scraich- 
ing material and filth in and about the yards is prop- 
erly removed. 

Canker is but a forerunner of roup, which, if not taken 
care of, soon degenerates into that virulent malady. 
For a remedy and descriptions see previous issues of 
The Times, which contain much of a practical nature 
touching on this disease and its treatment. |

Parasites Still in the Ring. 
ELIEVING that the farmer readers of The 
ould appreciate a more explicit statement from. the 
State breeder of beneficial insects as to the damage done 


by the late quake at San Francisco, I wrote to the State 


Commission of Horticulture asking for a more detailed 
account. E. M. Ehrhorn writes: “In reply to your let- 
ter I hasten to let you know the condition of our office, 
and especially of the beneficial Insects. The Ferry 
Building, as you no doubt know, was not destroyed by 
fire, but our rooms, especially the one used as an insec- 
tory, was very badly damaged and many of our jars and 
breeding cases were very badly damaged. The windows 
of the office were not broken, and when the jars and 
breeding eages were destroyed the live insects went to 
the windows and were captured and placed in a few 
cages which were in another room. I may say that as 
far as our stock of beneficial insects is concerned, we did 
not lose many, and under our new plans we shall soon 
be able to furnish these friends as before, and possibly 
upon a much larger scale. Commissioner Cooper has 
made arrangements to build a temporary insectory at 
Sacramento, and Mr. Carnes. will go there and take 
charge with Mr. Isaac.

Seed Distribution Continued. 

a vote of 153 to 58 the House of Representatives on 

May 3, voted to continue the free distribution of veg- 
table and flower seeds to the farmers of the country. It 
was thought that when the farmers themselves through 
their granges and other organizations, registered their 
disapproval of this national folly that the practice would 
be discontinued, but in this the people have been mis- 
taken. It involves immense waste, some scandal, and as 
a practical matter, a large proportion of the seeds go 
to the residents of large cities where there can be no 
possible use of the seeds. The expense of distributing 
the annual seed clearance is about $500,000. It is sad- 
died upon the Postoffice Department and thus increases 
an already large deficit. But if any real good came of 
this practice, these expenses would be of minor impor- 
tance. Instead of advantage, the free distribution of 
seeds is a bar to progress in the development of garden- 
ing. It prevents the farmer from forming business re- 
lationship with the seedsmen of the country who are 
devoting their attention to the production of seeds of. 
‘tested quality; it foists upon unsuspecting communities 
varieties in the selection of which they have no voice, 
and the quantity and utility of which are worse than 
‘worthless for practical gardening; it often causes farm- 
ers to depend upon the free seeds, and prevents the or- 
dering of supplies that should fit individual néeds. One 
reason that the House of Representatives acts in this 
erratic manner is that through one of its leading com- 


tional

HE person who plants shrubs should be sure of what 
lee are planting. He should select kinds which are 
hardy and beautiful, and able to get along without much 
attention after they are once established. Popularity 
is not a reliable guide in the selection of shrubs, unless 
it is based on merit. If this truth is kept in mind it 
may prevent the amateur gardener from expending a 
goodly sum of money on a shrub that is advertised into 
popularity, while the money so expended would have 
bought several shrubs whose merits entitles them to that 
lasting popularity which does not depend on advertising 
puffery. We do not want a shrub for its high-sound- 
ing name, its foreign pedigree, or its beauty. Never lose 
sight of that fact. |

lias last. It often happens, when a great number of 
varieties even of cactus dahlias are grown, that there 
is a lack of flowers of one variety of the color that is 
wanted. It is also the best plan to plant each variety 
by itself, to save when cutting the flowers. There are 
very few show or fancy dahlias of much benefit for flor- 
ists’ use, and for that reason, and because of the many 
good decorative varieties available, there are but few of 
the former grown for cutting. Dahlias promise to be 
fully as popular the coming season as ever; the cactus 
sorts more so than any other type, with the gorgeous 
Century singles a close second both for planting for dec- 
oration of grounds aud for planting to cut from.—[Cal 
ifornia Cultivator.

Planting Fern Beds a Specialty 
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Filthy Food. 
T is known, in a general way, to most intelligent per- 
sons, that much of the food turned out by the big 
meat packing-houses of the United States is unfit for 

human food, and dangerous to health. It is known, 

also, in a general way, that a very large proportion of 
the swine received at the packing-houses are in a more 
or less diseased condition. Also, that, notwithstanding 
this fact, most of these diseased animals are used for 
food purposes. Yet, very few people have anything but 

a vague idea of this subject. Otherwise, the number of 

abstainers from flesh food—or at least from flesh food 

put up in packing-houses—would ‘undoubtedly be im- 

mensely increased. 
It is an indubitable and disgraceful fact that, for 

every American soldier slain by Spanish bullets during 

the war, at least a hundred fell victims to the disgust- 

ing. filthy and poisonous foods turned out by the mil- 

lionaire packers of the United States. The following 

sworn testimony was given by Theodore Roosevelt, then 

Governor of the State of New York, to the court of in- 

quiry appointed to investigate the “embalmed beef of 

the Spanish War: 

“The canned roast beef was utterly and hopelessly un- 
acceptable. 1 should say that, roughly, not a fifth of it 
was consumed. The cans, when opened, would show 
usually, on top, what looked like a layer of slime, a very 
disagreeable-looking substance. The beef inside was 
stringy and coarse. It was like a bundle of fibers. 
Sometimes we could not stew it. The great ma- 
jority of men, if put upon it for two or three days, would 
become sick.” — 

This so-called “roast beef” is almost as devoid of 
nourishment as so much rope. It is merely the fiber of 
the meat, from which the juice has been extracted to 
make “extract of beef.” If, however, this were the limit, 
it would not be so bad, for the soldier boys might make 
a shift to fill up on hard tack and beans. The worst of 
it is that so much of the food that is sent out from these 
American packing-houses is not only lacking in nutri- 
tion, but exceedingly filthy, and consequently danger- 
ous to health. | 

The same Roosevelt, who gave this withering testi- 
mony a few years ago, recently appointed a committee 
to investigate charges made by Upton Sinclair, in a 
novel called “The Jungle,” which, on its appearance, 
caused a sensation throughout the country. The Presi- 
dent invited Sinclair to lunch at the White House, and 
then appointed a commission, consisting of Dr. Dorset; 
Dr. John R. Mohler, head of the pathological bureau of 
the Department of Agriculture; Dr. R. P. Steddon, head 
of the inspection division of the Agricultural Deparc- 
ment; George B. McCabe, solicitor for the Department 
of Agriculture: Dr. U. G. Houck, traveling inspector; 
and Irvin W. Pew, official stenographer. 

The commission, it is said, failed to verify the state- 
ments made in the book. This, however, is not at all 
surprising, considering that the packing-houses had 
ample notice of the coming of the commission. Detec- 
tives, who are: working up a case, do not usually cause 
themselves to be preceded by a brass band. On the 
other hand, it is stated that the reliable and conservative 
publishers of The Jungle” refused to accept the manu- 
script of Mr. Sinclair for publication, unless the state- 
ments regarding conditions in Chicago packing town 
were verified. It is stated that they employed a noted 
Eastern attorney to make a trip to Chicago, and thor- 
oughly inypstigate conditions, and that this attorney 
found Mr. Sinclair’s statements to be practically true. 

Again, in the World's Work,“ for May, Dr. W. K. 
Jaques, formerly director of the Chicago Laboratory, and 
in charge of the meat inspection at the stock yards, tells 
of the inefficiency and corruption of the local inspection 
and how the health of the nation is menaced by these 
conditions. Among other things he says: During the 
first month in which I was city director, one meat in- 
spector made only one condemnation for that month; 
and that of an immature calf. Another inspector made 
no report-to me of any work done during my entire term 
of office, and I was powerless to compel him to do so 
because of his political backing. It is needless to say that 
he drew his salary regularly. Still another meat in- 
spector was engaged in a profitable side line of buying 
quarantined beef for packers.” | 

The accuracy and thoroughness of the work of gov- 
ernment inspectors can be judged when it is estimated 
that from 1600 to 2200 cattle killed under the 
eve of a single inspector in a 
hours. Walking back and

glance he is supposed to detect evidences of disease 
which pathologists may require hours to find. ! 

In the same number of the “World’s Work“ —an ex- 
cellent magazine, published by the responsible firm of 
Doubleday, Page & Co.—are two other articles on the 
same subject, the whole embraced under the heading:

The following articles are not literature of exposure“ 


or of personal scandal. They describe a wretched sys- 
tem, of which the whole public is a victim—a system of 
inadequate inspection of meat, for which the general 
government and the local government as well as pack- 
ers are to blame. The great packing-houses have grown 
up under this system, accumulating the results of ig- 
norance, of human weakness and of governmental in- 
efficiency, which is dangerous to the health of people. 
These articles are written by writers whose characters, 
experiences, and relations to different phases of the 
subject give them the right to speak. They are pub- 
lished because the danger to the health of the people de- 
mands that a strong authority—the Federal authority— 
shall work a radical reform in the conduct of the whole 
industry. Whether our meat be good now depends on 
the officers of the city of Chicago. It is too great a re- 
sponsibility for any city government to bear alone. The 
whole system must be radically changed.” 

The May number of Everybody’s Magazine contains 
an answer, by Upton Sinclair, author of “The Jungle,” 
te J. Ogden Armour, who attempted to deny the charges 
made against the packers. Armour, by the way, was 
twice fined recently, in Pennsylvania, for putting up and 
selling filthy food. 

On receipt of the report of the committee, the Presi- 
dent was preparing to pulverize the author of “The Jun- 
gle,” but on a little reflection things began to look 
rather different, as may be seen from the following ex- 
tracts from a special dispatch to the Chicago Tribune, 
“There is a possibility that the Up- 
ton Sinclair statements may ‘be found to be reason- 
ably justifiable. The book, after all, may tell 
enough truth to reveal a shocking condition, which pub- 
lic sentiment ought to correct, if the law is unable to do 
so. A patient investigation at the stock yards may de- 
velop a condition of affairs which the preliminary in- 
quiry scarcely hinted at. Something will be sure 
to drop, when the investigation now in progress is com- 
pleted. The President has no notion of dropping his 
campaign over The Jungle.’ On the contrary, he con-

it is true that vegetables and fruits should not be 
eaten at the same meal—tomatoes are here regarded as 
a fruit—but the worst result of such a mixture, in the 
normal stomach, would be a mild indigestion. Besides, 
it will be noted that, in this case, an interval of at least 
five hours had elapsed between the eating of the spinach 
and the eating of the shortcake. This is far more than 
is necessary to digest spinach, when it has been properly 
masticated. It is probable that the large amount of min- 
eral in the spinach and strawberries stimulated the sys- 
tem, ineffectually, to dispose of the intruding mass. 

Eat all the spinach and strawberries you can get, di- 
gest and assimilate—but don’t eat them in addition to 
your usual amount of food. You would do well, once in 
a while, for a week, in summer, to make your midday 
meal principally of strawberries, and your evening meal 
of spinach, varied with lettuce... Note how much better 
you feel, and how your complexion improves. To get 
the best results, however, you must take both fruit and 
vegetable raw—the strawberries straight“ —no cream or 
sugar—and the spinach in the shape of a salad, with a 
little mayonnaise dressing, if you wish. You may take 
a little nut butter with the strawberries. To cook 
strawberries is an abomination—like painting the lily. 
Good old Isaak Walton said: Doubtless, God could 

bave made a better fruit than the strawberry, but doubt- 
less, he never did.” Isaak did not, however, refer to 
strawberries buried in sugar, and cream, and starch, and 
the grease of an unclean animal. In such shape, the 
strawberry has no food value, whatever.

Hygiene Magazines. 

N receiving the May number of Health,“ the editor 

was surprised to learn that it had absorbed “Medical 
Talk.” A short time ago “Health” had acquired, by pur- 
chase, “Vim,” a monthly that had made a futile attempt 
to imitate the phenomenal success of McFadden’s “Phys- 
ical Culture,“ grossly overstating its circulation in or- 
der to sell stock. 

“Medical Talk for the Home,” published at Columbus, 
O., contained more than twice as much matter as any 
other American publication devoted to hygiene, and de- 
voted much space to answers to correspondents. Dr. C. 
S. Carr, the editor, has a pleasing style, and writes good, 
clean articles. He is occasionally somewhat uncertain on 
dietetic subjects, his studies along that line having per- 
haps, béen somewhat limited, as Dr. Carr has been, in 
turn, preacher, physician and editor. Like so many 
other members of the “regular” school, he has turned 
entirely from drugs. : 

A mystery the editor could never quite solve was the 
fact that “Medical Talk,” a magazine strenuously de- 
nouncing drugs, was owned by Dr. S8. P. Hartman, the 
proprietor of one of the most widely-advertised patent 
medicines, Peruna (28 per cent. alcohol.) Several years 
ago, the editor asked Dr. Carr about this. His reply, 
while somewhat vague, appeared to indicate that the 
idea was, if people could be weaned from the use of 
drugs, as dispensed by physicians, they might be more 
likely to consume “reliable” patent medicines—a rather 
weak line of reasoning, the editor thought, from a hy- 
gienic point of view. 

In “Medical Talk,” for May—the closing number—Dr. 
Carr gives his readers a peep behind the scenes. He 
shows that “Medical Talk” was started in December, 1899, 
by Dr. Hartman, in the interest of his big sanatorium,

GLASS BRIDGE HALF A MILE HIGH. 
“Colorado will possess, within a few months, the high- 
est bridge in the world over the deepest chasm in the

“The bridge ia being constructed over the far-famed 


Royal Gorge of the Arkansas River; and the Royal Gorge 
is the narrowest point in the also phenomenally famous 
scenio Grand Cafjon of the same stream—the great gate, 
as it were, through which the Arkansas River empties its 
enormous accretions of water, very soon after the same 
have been gathered from the melting snows, 150 miles 
above, in the vicinity of Leadville, onto the plain once 
known as The Great American Desert.’ 

“At the point in the Royal Gorge where the bridge is 
to be stretched, the abysmal rent in the earth’s crust is 
but 50 feet wide at the bottom and 230 feet wide at the 
top. The walls rise almost perpendicularly for a dis- 
tance of 2660 feet, and are granite, decomposed and iron- 
stained until the colorings blend into innumerable pleas- 
ing effects fpon the senses.” 


The bridge will be built of steel and glass. 
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
